It is not necessary to en 
large upon the advantages of Decatur as 
a suitable point for the Home, for as 
everybody knows, this is one of the most 
accefsible cities in the state, centrally lo- 
cated, aud having plenty of coal, water 
and uatural drainage. 


Frank Robeeon, of Louisville, lud,, B 


strolling printer, aged 19, who came to 
Decatnr on Tuesday ot last week, and 
bad been setting type in ib&Revieiu office, 
met death by drowning in the Sangamon 
river at the bend, 300 feet above the 
niBffit iron bridge, Sunday forenoon, at 
10'SO o'clock. The young man had been 
stopping with J. C. ,0wen, at 907 South 
Webster street, and in company with 
Wesley Owen, aged 20; Willie Owen, 
aged 11; Willie Lyon, aged 16; Archie 
Schultz, aged 14, and a cripple, Frank 
Gray, had gone to the river for a swim. 
Allibut Gray disrobed at a point 350 feet 
above the bridge, where the water was 
waist to breast deep, 20 feet from the 
right bank, beyond which point the water 
was 15 to IS feet deep with a swift aud 
whirling current. Owing to the _recent 
rains the water was very high and quite 
chilly. Eobeson swam out to the current, 
when he found that the current bore him 
downward toward the bridge. He pad- 
dled back to the bank, aud telling his 
companions that he was going up the 
river to come down with the current, he 
ran eastward along the bank to a point 
500 yards away, where he got on a log and 
jumped into the middle of tho current, 
Wesley Oweu and the boys remained at 
the place where the party had first gone 
into the water. Kobeaon come down the 
river svsi'tly, when suddenly ho cried out 
for help, and threw up first one and then 
the other hand. Knowing that he could 
not swim agninet the current, Wesley 
Owen got on thn bank and ran eastward 
100 feet to a point where it was possible 
for him to go to Jtbe rescue of Robeson, 
but by that time he had floated swiftly 
down the stream, sinking aud coming to 
the surface three or four times iu rapid 
Buccessioc, and SB quickly sank for the 
last time to rise no more. He went down 
while making a desperate effort to reach 
the shore in what is supposed to be 15 
feet of water. In leas than eight min- 
utes after the party disrobed the catas- 
rophe occurred. Robeson seemed to be 
a good swimmer, and the theory is that 
as was taken with cramps, which render- 
ed him powerless to reach the shallow 
water.

Ammann'e wound was painful but he re- 
covered from tbe ell'ects of Ihe shock in a 
few dayp. The eonple had been quarrel- 
ing on the way home, both were armed, 
and it seems that Miss Bainter was de- 
termined to kill Ammann as he had said 
he would shake her for good, Miss Bain- 
ter will have her trial in 
September.

Bevisi'Dn of the State Tax Laws. 


Tho Illinois Legislature, by join 


resol'ition, has authorized and di 
rected the Governor to apppoint a 
commission cf twelve men to revise 
the laws for the assessment and tax 
ation of the taxable property of th< 
State, and frame a revenue code for 
submission to the nest legislature 
The revenue laws of this State, mos 
of which were enacted when Illinois 
was comparatively a young State 
are very defective and obviously neec 
revision and radical changes, so as 
to conform them to existing cireum 
stances and necessities. 


The plan of having this important 


and delicate work done by a com 
mission is apparently the best tha' 
could be adopted, but the results wil 
depend altogether upon the charac- 
ter and practical efficiency of the 
men 
composing the commission 


Should the Governor appoint the 
right kind of men, as he probably 
will—men of practical experience 
and knowledge arid of competent 
judgment regarding the matter in 
hand—satisfactory results will be 
reached. 


Places on the commission will be 


sought for by mere politicians, whose 
only object will bo the $10 a day 
sslnry provided for by she resolution, 
and by others who have special or 
class interests to subserve. 
The 


Governor will of coarse give such 
men the go-by, and seek out only 
euch men for the commission as are 
known to be practically qualified for 
the grave duties to be imposed upon 
them. 
The professional politician, 


always hungry and thirsty, the man 
who has an ax to grind, and the man 
of hair-brained theories should find 
no place on that commissi )n, and 
probably will not.

The cattle 
got out of the Logan pasture last even- 
ing and through an over-tight they were 
not brought back.

WASHISOTOS, D. C., Jnno 25, 'S3. 
EDS. 
REPUBLICAN:—Since I 
last 


appeared before your sanctum Wash- 
ington has calmly settled down to 
the fate of a Democratic 
adminis- 


tration. 
The intense fear of a com- 


plete "reform" among officeholders 
has, under the rather unexpected 
magnanimity of the President, sub- 
sided into a feeling of greater confi- 
dence, and even now when some do 
give up their places they do it with 
a grace more becoming a man who 
somehow is half persuaded that it is 
all for the public weal and his own 
good rather than of one who indig- 
nantly yields his place to usurpers. 
However, this class of men is not 
quite in the majority yet, and the 
fixed determination of the average 
Eepublican to resign rather than 
suffer the disgrace of serving under 


Democratic administration, 
has 


given away to a decided inclination 
to hold on as long as possible to a 
place on Uncle Sam's pay rolls. 


Changes are going on slowly but 


surely among the officials who are 
not protected by the civil service 
laws, and the morning paper is sure 
to contain a list of new appointments, 
which not very strangely, are nearly 
always in favor of the Democracy. 
Nearly all the clerks and chiefs of 
divisions in the Departments held 
office under the "spoils" system, be- 
fore the civil service laws, and are 
therefore Eepublicans. But because 
Republican chiefs and higher offi 
cials must now give up their places 
(which, from their prominence, they 
are likely to lose whether within the 
limits of the civil service laws or 
not), it does not necessarily follow 
that the body of the clerks will pay 
the penalty of dismissal for their po- 
litical faith.

sion has been compelled to extend 
the length of its working day two 
hours, which really necessitates an 
increase of clerical force, but Con- 
gress is proverbially slow in passing 
appropriations for the necessities of 
needed reforms of acy kind! It is 
a happy redaction, however, that th« 
President appreciates the efforts of 
tho Commission and recognizes the 
importance of this great reform, 
notwithstanding 
the 
tremendous 


pressure for office brought to bear 
by Democratic influence. His hearty 
co-operation 
has given 
renewed 


strength and confidence to the Com- 
mission, and it is with pride that we 
point to the fact that Dr. Gregory 
is so intimately and efficiently con- 
nected with this work—a work that 
has for its aim the removal of one 
of the greatest evils that has threat- 
ened our Government, and which 
Democrat and Republican alike, if 
loyal to the country's welfare, must 
uphold.

Is is this mag 
nificent view of the Potomac through

Merrick, having served 
in the "United States senate from 
1838 to 1845. 
When the war with

broke out 
Mr. 
Merrick, 


although not of age, raised a com- 
pany in his section, and under his 
command it did gallant service dur- 
ing the war. 
After the cocclubion 


of his services in the field he began 
the practice of law, and wag alrfu 
sent to the state legislature, 
Short 


ly before the late war he went to 
Chicago and formed a co partnership 
with a personal friend, who was a 
leading member of the bar of that 
city. 
He was a delegate from Illi 


nois to the Democratic national con- 
\entiou of I860, and supported Ste- 
phen A. Douglas. 
In 1S04 Mr. Mor- 


rick married a daughter of James C. 
McGuire, of Washington, having re- 
moved from Chicago to Washington. 
He was one of the principal counsel 
aefore the electoral commission, and 
in recent years was for months daily 
aefore the public in his able prose- 
cution of the star route cases. 
Mr. 


ilerrick was also frequently em- 
ployed to conduct important esses 
Deforo the committees of congress. 


Now Fostasre Changes to Take 


Effect July 1. 


The most important of the changes 


n the postal laws which will go into 
effect July 1 will be the practical re 
dnction of the present rate on letters 


increasing the weight from one- 


aali' ounce to one ounce, upon which 
;he present rate of 2 cents will be 
harged. 


Drop-letters will be mailed at the 


rate of 2 cents per ounce or fraction 
ihereof, including delivery at letter- 
carrier offices, and 1 cent for each 
ounce or fraction thereof where free 
delivery by carrier is not established. 


It is further provided that all pub- 


lications of the second class, when 
sent by publishers thereof, and from 
the office of publication, including 
sample copies, or when sent from a 
news agency to actual 
subscribers 


thereto, or to other news agents, 
shall be entitled to transmission 
through the mails at 1 cent per 
pound or a fraction thereof, such 
postage to be prepaid as now pro- 
vided by law. 


Another important change is that 


authorising the issue of a special 
stamp of the face value of 10 cents. 
When, in addition to the lawful post- 
age, this stamp is attached to a letter, 
the delivery of which is to be at a 
free-delivery office, or at any city, 
town or village of 4,000 population 
or over, it shall entitle such letter to 
immediate delivery at any free-de- 
livery office designated by the Post- 
master General as a special-delivery 
office.

FARM COTTAGES. 


Why Farm( rs Should Provide Heaeant 


llomts for Their Hired Help. 


The custom of boarding and lodg- 


ing farm ^'aborexs in tho houses of 
their employers has always been gen- 
eral in this country, and in the West it 
is probable tlrat it will long continue. 
Many farmers who have largo estates 
and employ many men, at feast daring 
the summer, do not wish to spare the 
means to erect cottages to trouble their 
laborers to keep house. They wish to 
put all the money they can obtain into 
stock or farm improvements that will 
yield an income. 
They think there is 


economy in converting-"the family resi- 
dence into a boarding house for the 
men they employ in tie fields. It is 
evident 
ttiat 
they do 
not 
con- 


sult 
the 
wishes 
of 
their 
wives 


and daughters in regard to this mat- 
ter. 
The custom of allowing the em- 


ployes of merchants and mechanics to 
board iu the houses of thoso for whom 
they work was long since abandoned 
in all towns and cit'e«, and it is clearly 
time that wealthy farmers follow the 
evarnple of other employer1-. The lot 
of a woman who has to do the cooking 
for a do/.un field hands in addition tu 
doing the \vork for her own family is 
not to be envied, though her hu-band 
is the owner of several sections of un- 
proved la.id. 


Farm laborers would be more con- 


tented, happy and ti-pful to their em- 
ployers if Ihoy were allowed to live in 
cottage-, erected on the estates upon 
which they w ork. 
Men who have fam- 


ilies could live with them, while the 
single men could board with their 
brother laborers who keep house. They 
would find congenial society of their 
own, and have much better means of en- 
joyment than in the houses at their 
employers, as it would save much labor 
and insure privacy. The plan of allow- 
ing farm hands to live ic cottages by 
theaioclvci is common in England, and 
gives excel lentsatist'aetion to all parties. 
Quite recently great improvements 
have been rmuie in tho construction of 
farm cottages, arol good results have 
been reported from them. A corres- 
pondent of a London paper recently 
visited the estate of LordTollemaehe, 
aggregating 3-J.433 acres, and located 
chiefly in the County of (Jhoihlre. Ho 
slates that he found no marked discon- 
tent among the tenants and laborers, 
and attributed the plea-ant condition 
ot afl'.ms lo the cottage system, of 
which he gives the following" interest- 
ing account: 


The collages, with a few exceptions, 


have been built near tho homc'-tead of 
the larm upon which the laborers 
work. 
The men are thus saved the 


wearisome jouruev s to and tro which 
add so greatly to the da'ly drudgery of 
most English farm hand"-.. 
They "arc 


able after the daj's labor ih at an end 
to attend to their cottage affairs before 
dark, they are within call in cases of 
emergency. 
The 
t.irm houses arc 


mostly characterized bv picturesque 
sables of black and white, and the 
least attrjilive features of the stock- 
yard are upon a uniform design kept 
out of sight. 
A similar principle is 


adopted with the cott,igc&—neat, sub- 
stantial little brick buildings, with pig- 
sty and cow-house in ihe rear, aud a 
small (lower garden in tho front. 
But 


there i- a moreimporlaut principle than 
that. To each cottager is allotted three 
acres of land, sullicient for the main- 
tenance of a cow. 
Onu acre must be 


set apart lor haymaking, a quarter of 
'an acre g^oes for tillage, and tho re- 
mainder is for pasture. 
In a few cases 


a larger piece of grass land supplies 
pasturage in common for two, three, 
or more cottages, but as a rule each 
cottager has hi-, separate allotment o! 
three acres. The advantages of this 
wise and liberal provision are mani- 
fold. 
The wives and children are fur- 


nished with an occupation agreeable in 
itself, sufficiently remunerative to pay 
the rent and something more, and eer- 
viceably educational for the children. 
In the quarter of an acre which must bo 
devoted, to tillage, potatoes, cabbages, 
turnips and a bit of gram may b* pro- 
duced—provender all the year round 
for man and beast Batter is made 
every week, generally by the cottag- 
er's wife, and this is regularly collected 
and 
taken 
to 
market by small 


dealers living apon the estate. These 
small enterprises in dairying, which is 
a steady if modest sonrce of income, 
also enable tho people to keep pigs. 
Many of the cottagers, I found, DV 
good management and superior land", 
in addition to the milk-giving cow, 
were able to have a calf about the 
premises to bo reared for sale as a 
heifer. 
A cottager's wife pointed out 


one such animal that had been in her 
possession for a couple of years, and 
that waa now worth eighteen pounds. 
Nothing here has to be paid for Labor, 
so that the system is really one of all 
profit for tho cottager. 
To sum up the 


position, these fortunate Cheshire agri- 
cultural laborers, for a rental of ten 
pounds or eleven pounds a year have a 
good cottage, ample pasturage for a 
cow, necessary outhouses, milk, and 
vegetables in abundance for Ihe family, 
a ready market for the butter made bv 
the wife, and liberty to lake their own 
labor to another farm (still retaining 
the cottage) if the teuaut to whom he is 
formally attached, can not pay the cur- 
rent rale of wages. I use Ihe phrase 
"formally attached," because it is un- 
derstood that the cottager's services, 
if required, must be given to the firm- 
er near whose house the cottages have 
been built. 
Under this happy condi- 


tion of affairs it need scarcely be said 
that these Cheshire estates contribute 
very little to the inconvenient tide of 
rural emigration which is over setting 
towaid the big towns.

REPAIRING INJURIES, 


Inddenta ShoTrinfj How Nature Rcprodnoe* 


Farts Which Huvo Been Destroyed. 
We see this in the production of ad- 


mirably formed joints in parts which 
were at first devoid of anything of the 
kind. I may quote, as an example, 
the case of a railway guard, whose arm 
had been so injured that he had been 
compelled to have the elbow with its 
joint cut out, but who afterward de- 
veloped a new joint almost as good as 
the old one. 
In tho uninjured condi- 


tion the outer bone of tho lower arm— . 
tho radhiii — ends above in a smooth/ 
surfaced cnp, which plays against part 
of the lower end of the bone of the up- 
per arm. or humerfis, while its side also 
plays against tho side of tho other bono 
of the lower arm, the ulna, with tho 
interposition of a cartilaginous surface. 
The radius and ulna arc united to the 
hurnerus by dense and strong mem 
branes or ligaments, which pass bo- 
tweon it aud them anteriorly, poster 
iorly and ou each side, and arc attached 
to projecting processes, one on each 
sido of the humerus. 
Such was the 


condition of the parts which were re 
moved by tte surgeon. Kino years 
atter the operation the patient died, and 
Mr. Syms had the opportunity of dis- 
secting the arm, which in thomoautimo 
had served the poor man perfectly 
well, he having been in tho habit 
or swinging himself by it from one 
carriage to another while the train was 
in motion, quite as easily and securely 
as with tho other arm. 
On examina- 


tion Mr. Symo found that the ampu- 
tated end of the radius had formed a 
fresh polished surface, and played both 
on the humerus and the nlna, a mate- 
rial something like cartilage being in- 
terposed. Tho ends of uio bones ol 
the forearm wero locked In by two 
processes projecting downward from 
the hnmerua, and also ettfong lateral 
and still stronger anterior and posterior 
ligaments again bound them fast to the 
last-named bone. 
It would be easy to 


bring forward a numberof more or less 
similar cases. The amount of repro- 
duction oil lost parts which may take 
place in many of the lower animals is 
astonishing. Thus the tails of lizards, 
if broken off, wdl grow again, and the 
limbs of newts %yi!l be reproduced, 
with their bones, muscles, blood ves- 
sels and nerves. Even the eye and tho 
lower jaw have been seen, to bo repro- 
duced in the last-named animals. 
If 


certain worms bo cut in two, each half 
will become a perfect animal, Qie head 
producing a new tail aod the tail a new 
head; and a worm called a nais has 
been cut into as many as twenty-five 
parts with a like result. But tho most 
remarkable animal for its power of re- 
pairing injuries is the trash-water hj- 
dra, almost any fragment of which 
will, under favorable circumstances, 
grow into a new and entire fresh ani- 
mal. It is also a notorious and very 
noteworthy fact that, in both man and 
the lower animals, the processes of re- 
pair take place the more readily the 
vounger Ihe age of the injured individ- 
ual may be. — St. George Alivart, in 
I'ortniglUly Rcvieic.
